GENERAL OUTLOOK FOR THE FORECAST PERIOD 


e BEBINCA is forecast to track generally northwestward tonight through Friday evening (13 September). A turn to the west 
northwest while accelerating is possible by Friday evening onwards as BEBINCA approaches the northeastern boundary of 
the Philippine Area of Responsibility (PAR). BEBINCA is expected to enter PAR by Friday evening and exit PAR by Saturday 
(14 September). 

e BEBINCA is forecast to intensify into severe tropical storm by Friday morning. The possibility of intensifying into a typhoon 
category is not ruled out, considering that the weather disturbance is still over the Pacific Ocean. 

e Current track scenario shows that BEBINCA will not directly affect any part of the country throughout the forecast period. 
However, it is expected to enhance the Southwest Monsoon which will bring occasional rains over Visayas and Palawan, 
while scattered rainshowers and thunderstorms over Bicol Region, the rest of MIMAROPA, and Mindanao starting on 
Thursday (12 September) onwards. However, the occasional rains scenario may still change depending on track and 
intensity of BEBINCA. 


Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to continue 
monitoring for updates related to this tropical cyclone. 


Unless there is an intermediate issuance, the next tropical cyclone advisory will be issued at 11:00 AM tomorrow.
